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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has failed to present any evidence or 
otherwise establish that the recitation of "homogeneously" is properly supported by the original disclosure and thus not new matter. 
Nowhere in the original specification has any discussion of "homogeneous" or "homogeneously" been found. Further, the original figure 
was of such low quality that one is unable to discern what is purportedly being shown and thus fails to show anything in regard to 
"homogeneously". With respect to applicant's reference to the term "integral" in original claim 4, it is noted that the long established legal 
definition of "integral" is "unitary whole". Moreover, the dictionary definition of "integral" is that of being composed of constituent parts 
making a whole. With regard to applicant's reference to some telephone conversation with the examiner, it is noted that there is no record 
of any interview, let alone an interview wherein the examiner suggested specific language. In this regard, note 37 CFR 1.2. Nevertheless, 
whatever comments may or may not have been made clearly would have had to be contigent on proper support by the original disclosure. 
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
